CLASHES WITH A JUDGE 


Then Pleads with Group of New 
Women Voters; Winds Up at 
“Real Estate Banquet.

HIS APPEAL STIRS TAXPAYERS 


President A. A. McCormick of the county 
board put on his fighting clothes when he got 
up yesterday morning. Before he retired at 
night he had left a trail of judges, society 
women, and business men gasping at the 
frankness of his criticisms. 

He started in the forenoon in the county 
building with a clash with Judge George 
Kersten, who, with Judges Scanian and Gib- 


bons of the Circuit court, constitutes a com- | 


mittee delegated to determine the number of 
clerks in the various offices of the county 
duting the coming year. | | 

He told the judges they were victims of an 


archaic constitution that required them to | 


pass on the efficiency and wants of offices of 
which they Knew nothing. He retired from 
the meeting when Judge Kersten said his ad- 
vicé was not wanted. The judge also said 
the bench knew more about the offices than 
the county board or the bureau of public 
efficiency. 

ee he left. the courtroom McCormick 
sai 

“I wish to know if I stand here as presi- 
dent of the county board and an equal with 
you or not? It is equal or nothing with me.” 


Scanlan Backs Kersten. 

Judge Scanian, who sat as chairman of the 
meeting, upheld Judge Kersten. He said 
“facts, not comments,” were wanted. 
~—"Tf you géntlemen are so thin ekinned the 
president of the county board will with- 
draw,’ retorted Mr. McCormick. 

“You may do so,”’ was Judge Scanlan’s 
reply. Mr. McCormick quickly stepped from 
the room. Later in his office he said: — 

‘“‘Judges might as well understand thet 
their mandates have no greater force than 
other responetbilities placed upon the county 
board. The county board) has just so much, 
and it has to live within its income. It is 
the duty and the obligation of judges to help 
us to keep within those limits. We at least 
ought to have the right to go up there and 
present the situation in which the county is 
and have something to say as to the number 
of employés.” 


Talks to Women Voters. 

In the afternoon Mr. McCormick spoke be- 
fore an assemblage of women, members of 
the North Side Suffrage association, at the 
residence of Mrs. R. T. ‘Crane, Jr., Lake 
Shore drive and Northavenue. There he told 
of his experience with Jutige Kersten, reas- 
serted the ridiculousness of the method of ap- 
propriating for county offices, and closed 
with an attack on other Cook county jurista. 

His particular targets in this speech were 
the twenty judges who testified as character 
witnesses for Attorney Daniel Donahoe, re- 
cently convicted of conspiring to ruin the 
reputation of Clarence S. Funk. He also 
criticised the five Judges who had refused to 
preside at the Donahoe trial.

The effect on the jury and the public was that

Mr. McCormick also told the women they 
should, if the constitution permitted; be 
mtmbers of the county board. | 

“You are better equipped than men te 
deal with the social problems of the county,” 
he said. 

He apologized for possible slips of language, 
which he said had “ sadly detcriorated since 
his association with some members of the 


county board.” 


Stirs Up Real Estate Men: 

In the evening Mr. McCormick was a 
speaker at the annual banquet of the Cook 
county real estate board, held at Hotel Sher 
man. There he told.a crowd of 500 citizens 
that ‘* Cook county is busted; literally bank- 
rupt.” Before they had recovered from this 
announcement, he added: | 

“It’s your fault. You didn’t stop the ex- 
travagances and mismanagement of pre- 
vious county boards when you hada chance. 
If you had gone to the boardroom and said: 
‘We wre the taxpayers of this courity; we 
demand that you run our affairs on a business 
and economical basis ' there would have been 
something doing. 

* But you didn't do it, and you don't do it, 
and other citizens don’t do it. Now you can't 
run the county government or any other gov- 
ernment unless you men take some interest 
and see how we are spending your money, 


County Deep in Debt. 

“Do you know that Cook county has out- 
standing today $1,400,000 of what are rather 
euphoniously called tax anticipation war- 
rants, which you would call notes? They are 
drawing 5 per cent interest. This means we

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RANDOLPH STREET 
SINKS EIGHT FEET 
Thoroughfare Between State 


and Wabash Upsets Traffic, 
Scaring Pedestrians. 


CAUSE OF DROP MYSTERY 


Randolph street caved in last night. The 
half block running from the alley east of 


shaken by an earthquake at 2 a. m., eight 
or ten feet at its deepest fall. Police lines 
were quickly formed to keep the crowds from 
being endangered. 

A homeward bound couple, just out from 
the theater, strolled down past the new 
Marshall Field building at Wabash avenue 
at about 11:30 o’clock. A sudden lurch of 
ths pavement threw them together. The girl 
glanced suspiciously at her companion. 

There was another lurch, and the pavement 


began sinking. 
“This never happened to me before,” ob- 


Berved the young man, “and I’m going to 


move.”’ 


Then the Street Cars Sank. 

He dragged the girl across to the north side 
of the street, and together they watched de- 
velopments. A street car passed and the rear 
truck almost snapped. The conductor 
shouted a warning to the car behind, but the 
Ynotorman could not stop, and on it rolled, 
Just as it passed the danger zone the whole 
south side of the street gave way, and @ 
scared pedestrian ran down the street to 
warn the next car back. 

For fifteen minutes the street continued 
to settle. Every few seconds came a crack 
and another yard or two of asphalt dropped. 


Protecting Canopy Falls. 

The artistic canopy erected over it to protect 
pefiestrians from the possible danger of ma- 
terials falling from the workmen high up in 
the building, had dropped into the pit, and 
squarely up to the building line there was 
hardly a square foot intact. Water from a 
broken main was spurting up from the chasm. 

The couple that Had Yeit the first surpris- 
ing jolt had been joined by several hundred 
others. A reserve of police was rushed to 
keep them back from the danger zone and a 
battalion of workmen began work repairing 
the damage to gas and water mains and tele- 
phone conduits. 

What caused the collapse is still a mystery. 
Some of the workmen thought the water 
main had burst and wasted away the soil. 
Others thought that it was only one of the 
results of a colapse lowerdown. ThelIillinois 
tunnel runs about fifty feet below street level 
at that point-and at the company’s office it 
was asserted the damage had not gone as far 
down as that. 


Says Steel Sheeting Failed. 
Thomas F. Kiernan, assistant superin- 
tendent of the water pipe extension depart- 
ment, attributed the collapse to the failure 
of steel sheeting between the street and the 
subbasement of the Field building to hold 
the pressure. It is understood one of the 
basements is choked with dirt that fell 
through the cavity. Stones around the 
front of the building were also cracked, but 
‘ it is not believed the foundations themselves 
are damaged at all. The caissons run down 
from 95 to 135 feet. The fall of the street 
was a “Vv” shaped slope eight or ten feet 
deep at ite “ apex,” which was in the middle 
of Randolph street. 
Commonwealth Edison engineers were 
to block further damage. At that point 
ae are heavy conduits carrying elec-

Did you ever dream you were caught down- 
town in a crowded street without any 


clothes? 
Aaron Andrews of 2053 Vernon avenue had 


‘hat awful nightmare yesterday afternoon 


as he lay asleep on a couch in Wolfe's Turkisb 
bath on the fifth floor of the Chicago Trans- 
portation building at the northwest corner 
of Clark and Monroe streets. He dreamed 
he was\ walking in the crowded streets of 
the loop. and, while every one was closely 
scrutinizing him, he discovered he had come 
away from ‘the baths without even his walk- 
ing cane. 


Fire! Fire} Fire! Awakens Him. 

Andrews was groaning audibly when an 
attendant rushed up, gouged him in the ribs, 
and yelled ‘“‘ Fire!’ \Huge volumes of emoke 
were pouring into the room from windows 
opening into the airshaft of the’ buiiding. 
Down the street the clang and clatter of 


dozens of fire department wagons mingled 
‘with eries of firemen and spectators. 


A 
shaft of light came into the\room from the 
windows facing the street. Andrews took 
one look, and, not discerning his clothes in 
the glance, made for the window just as _ 
was. 

A moment later he was walking serenely 
down the fire escape sans trousers, sans coat, 
sans everything but cold air. The streets 
were jammed with spectators, all eyes.on 
him. When he‘reached the bottom of the 
stairs, Andrews looked back up the fire 
escape and saw Ald. Joseph Ryan, Frank 
Scanian, Harry Bloomfield, and W. H. Ja- 
coby coming down the escape with a towel, 
a sheet, and 4 raincoat between them. 

A spectator gave Andrews an overcoat - 
and the four shivered in @ hardware store 
until taxicabs took them home. 


Cause of Fire Unknown. 

The cause of the fireis unknown. It started 
in the basement. 

About twenty women and girls eating in 
the Tea Room cafeteria on the second floor 
saw the smoke and, dropping their trays and 
eatables, made for the stairway to the atreet. 
The cashier, Mrs. E. Anderson, did not in- 
sist on pay for their meals and followed 
helter skelter, carrying with her @ cash box 
containing $200. 

Four Greeks who operate a shoe shining 
parlor immediately above the site of the 
fire dropped brushes and hastened to inform 
the clerks in the Kalamazoo Loose Leaf Sta- 
tionery company, who also soon were in the 
street. Charles Turner, a porter, gave the 
alarm in the Mark L. Grouse saloon. 

James Dowling of 2513 Monroe street, the 
elevator operator, ran his elevator back and 
forth to the upper floors of the structure until 
he had carried many occupants to safety. 
He was partly overcome by smoke. Mrs. 
Marie Baldwin escaped in the alley on a fire 

escape with H. P. Wolfe, Mrs. Anna Berri- 
man, and G. M. Williams. 

The United Cigar company’s store at the 
corner of the building was enevolped in 
smoke, but no damage was done to the inte- 
rior. The smoke streaming into Wee Ling 
Lo’s chop suey house put patrons to flight. 
Clerks and attendants also deserted the east 
offices of the National Bank of the Republic 
and the west front offices of the Fort Dear- 
born National bank buildirig.

** Gentlemen of the congreas: 

“In pursuance’ of my constitutional duty 
to ‘give to the congress information of the 
state of the union,’ I take the liberty of ad- 
dressing you on-several matters which ought, 
as it seems to me, particularly to engage the 
attention of your honorable bodies, as of all 
who study the welfare and progress of the 

“I shall ask your indulgence if I venture 
to depart in some degree from the usual cus- 
tom of setting before you in formal review 
the many matters which have engaged the 
attention and called for the action of the 
several departments of the government or 
which look to them for early treatment in 
the future, because the list is long, very long, 
and would suffer in the abbreviation to which 
I should have to subject it. 

“I shall submit to you the reports of the 
heads of the several departments in which 
these subjects are set forth in careful detail, 
and beg that they may receive the thoughtful 
attention of your’committees and of all mem- 
bers of the congrees who may have the leisure 
to study them, Their obvious importance, 
as constituting the very substance of the 
business of the government, makes comment 
and emphasis on my part unnecessary. 


TREATIES AID TO WORLD PEACE 


“The country, I am thankful to say; is at 
peace with all the world and many happy 
manifestations multiply about us of a grow- 
ing cordiality and sense of community of 
interest among the nations, foreshadowing 
More 
and more readily each decade do the nations 
manifest their willingness to bind themselves 
by solemn treaty to the processes of peace,

“We must administer them for the peo- 
ple who live in them, and with the same 
sense of responsibility to them as toward our 
own people in our domestic affairs. 


“No doubt we shall successfully enough © 


bind Porto Rico and the Hawalian islands 
to ourselves by ties of justice and interest 
and affection, but the performance of our 
duty toward the Philippines is a more difficult 
and debatable matter. 

“We can satisfy the obligations of gen- 
erous justice toward the people of Porto 
Rico by giving them the ample and familiar 
rights and. privileges accorded our own citi- 
zens in our own territories, and our obli- 
gations toward the people of Hawaii, by per- 
fecting the provisions for self-government 
already granted them, but in the Philippines 
we mus go further. 

“We must hold steadily in view their ulti- 
mate independence, and we must move 
toward the time of that independence as 
steadily as the way can be cleared and the 
foundations thoughtfully and permanently 
laid. | 

“Acting under the authority conferred 
upon the president by congréss, I have al- 
ready accorded the people of the islands a 
majority in both houses of their legislative 
body by appointing five instead of four na- 
tive citizens to the membership of the com- 
mission. ! 

“I believe that in this way we shal! make 
proof of their capacity in counsel and their 
sense of responsibility in the exercise of 
political power, and that the success of this 
step will be sure to clear our view for the 
steps which are to follow. 


— 

"“ Step by step we should extend and per- 
fect the system of self-government in the 
islands, making test of them and modifying 
them as experience discloses their successes 
and their failures; that we should more and 
more put under the control of the native citi- 
zens of the archipelago the essential in- 
struments of their life, their local instru- 
mentalities of government, their schools, all 
the common interests of their communities, 
and so by counsel and experience set up a 
governmemt which all the world will see to be 
suitable to a people whose affairs are under 
their own control. 

“ At last, I hape and believe, we are begin- 
ning to gain the confidence of the Filipino 
peoples. By their counsel and experience, 
rather than by our own, we shall learn how 
best to serve them and how soon it will be 
possible and wise to withdraw our super- 
vision. 

“Let us once find the path and set out 


witb firm and confident tread upon it and we 
shall not wander from it or linger upon st... 


RAIL OWNERSHIP IN ALASKA. 


ae A duty faces us with regard to Alaska 
which deems to me very pressing and very 
imperative; perhaps I should say a double 


, duty, for it concerns both the political and 


the material development of the territory. 

“The people of Alaska should be given 
the full territorial form of government, and 
Alaska, as a storehouse, should be unlocked. 

“One key to it is a system of railways. 
These the government. should iteelf build 
and administer, and the ports and termi- 
nals it should itself control in the interest 
of all who wish to use them for the service 
and development of the country and its peo- 
ple. 

“ But the construction of railways is only 
the first step; is only thrusting in the key 
to the storehouse and throwing back the 
lock and: opening the door. 

“ How the tempting resources of the coun- 
try are to be exploited is another «=m (ter, 
to which I shall take the liberty of from 
time to time calling your attention, for it 
is a policy which must’ be worked out by 
well considered stages, not upon theory, 
but upon lines of practical expediency. It is 
part of our general problem of conservation. 


CONSERVATION OR NATURAL 
RICHES. 


“We have a freer hand in. working out 
the problem in Alaska than in the states of 
the union, and yet the principle and object 
are the same, wherever we touch it. We 
must use the resources of the country, not 
lock them up. ; 

‘There need be no conflict or jealousy as 
between state and federal authorities, for 


‘there can be no essential difference of pur- 
“““pose between them. The resources in ques- 


tion must be used, but not destroyed or 
wasted; used, but not monopolized upon any 
narrow idea of individual rights as against 
the abiding interests of communities. 

“That a policy can be worked out by con- 
ference and concession which will release 
these resources and yet not jeopard or dis- 
sipate them, I for one have no doubt; and 
it can be done on lines of regulation which 
need be no less acceptable to the people and 
governments of the states concerned than 
to the people and government of the nation 
at large, whose heritage these resources are. 

“We must bend our counsels to this end. 
A common purpose ought to make agreement 
easy. 


SOCIAL JUSTICE TO WORKERS. 


“Three or four matters of special impor- 
tance and significance I beg that you will 
permit me to mention in closing. 

‘‘ Our bureau of mines ought to be equipped 
and empowered to render even, more effec- 
tual service than it renders now in improving 
the conditions of mine labor and making the 
mines more economically productive as well 
as more safe. ' 

“ This is an all !mportant part of the work 
of conservation, and the conservation of 
human life and energy lies even nearer to our 
interest that the preservation from waste of 
our material resouces, 

** We owe it, in mere justice to the railway 
employés of the country, to provide for them 
a fair and effective employers’ liability act; 
and a law that we can £tand by in this matter 
will be no less to the advantage of those who 
-administer the railroads of the country than 
to the advantage of those whom they em- 
ploy., The experience of a large number of 
states abundantly proves that, 

ad 

‘We ought to devote ourselves to meeting 
pressing demands of plain justice:like this 
as earnestly as to the accomplishment of 
political and economic reforms. Social jus- 
tice comes first. Vaw isthe machinery for its 
realigation and is vital only as it expresses 
and embodies it. 

‘‘ An international congress for the discus- 
sion of all questions that affect safety at 
sea is now sitting in London at the suggestion 
of our own government. 

**So soon as the conclusions of that con- 
gress can be learned and considered, we 
ought to address ourselves, among other 
things, to the prompt alleviation of the very 
unsafe, unjust, and burdensome conditions 
which now surround the employment of sail- 
ors and render it extremely difficult to ob- 
tain the services of spirited and competent 
men such as every ship needs if it is to be 
safely handled and brought to port. 

~~ 

** May I not express the very real pleasure 
I have experienced in codperating with this 
congress and sharing with it the labors of 
common service to which it has devoted itself 
so unreservedly during the past seven 
months of uncomplaining concentration upon 
the business of legislation? 

“ Surely it is a proper and pertinent part 
of my report on ‘the state of the union’ 
to express my admiration for the diligence, 
the good temper, and the full comprehension 
of public duty which have already been mani- 
fested by both the houses; and I hope that 
it may not be deemed an impertinent in- 
trusion of myself into the picture if I say with 
how much and how constant satisfaction I 
have availed myself of the privilege of 
putting my time and energy at their dis- 
posal alike in counsel and in action.”

LAUDS MESSAGE 


Ma jority of Papers Display 
Faith in His Attitude 
Toward Mexico. 


PRAISE TO ORIGINALITY. 


Times Confident He Has Plan to 
Solve Issues When Huerta 
Is Ousted. s 


[BY CABLE’ TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Dec 3, 8 a m-—President Wwil- 
gon’s meseage to congress receives hearty 
commendation in the London newspapers 
this morning. It is praised for its brevity, 
clarity, and originality. 

The comment in the prese is mainly taken 
up with the president’s references to Mex~ 
The Times, referring to the ugky pice 
ture of present conditions in Mexico depicted 
by its correspondent, says: 

‘We are convinced that these dangere are 
fully realized by the Washington govern~ 
ment. The heads of state are not given to 
betraying, the secrets of their policy in pub- 
lic utterances. The immediate purpose of 
the United States is to get rid of Huerta, 
When that has been achieved it will be time 
to set about the reconetruction. We shall 
be surprised if when that moment comes 
President Wiison is not found to have 
thought out and to be ready to apply a plan 
of restoring order and decent government in 
Mexico.’’ 


Tribute to His Originality. 

The Morning Post pays a generous personal 
tribute to Mr. Wilson’s originality, his 
strength of mind, and his high principles, 
but wonders what impression the message 
will have on the senate and upon those 
Americans who, while believing that. the 
optimism regarding the crumbling prestige 
of Huerta is justified, fear, nevertheless that 
President Wilson is too sanguine in taking 
the downfall of Gen. Huerta for granted and 
assuming that his downfall would solvé the 
problem. = 

This newspaper fails to see any signs of a 
disinterested spirit among the revolutionary 
chiefs and predicts that after the fall of 
Gen. Huerta there will be a general scramble 
for power. It adds: 

“If President Wilson maintains his atti- 
tude of championing constitutional govern- 
ment, the United States will be bound, sooner 
or later, to intervene in all Central Améri- 
can republics. This would be much like a 
policy of protectorates.”’ 


Relies on Wilson’s Judgment. 

The Standard has the following to say re- 
garding President Wilson's stand on Mexico: 

‘‘There are no grounds either for ques- 
tioning the accuracy of President Wilson’s 
cafeulations or for not hoping that his fore- 
cast will eventually be justified.” 

The Daily Mail says: “ The policy of 

watchful waiting has disarmed those critics 
who had sought to attribute predatory aims 
to the Washington government.” 
- The Daily News says: “Seldom has a 
presidential message contained so many bold 
and original ideas. The championship of 
constitutional government is a new form of 
the Monroe doctrine which may involve 
practical difficulties, but it is nevertheless 
preferable to Roosevelt’s ‘ big stick,’ which 
chastised without teaching and led to.im- 
perialistic adventures to the genesis of which 
financiers were not strangers.”’ 


FORCE LONG SENATE WORK > 
TO HASTEN CURRENCY BILL. 


Democrats Overrule Protests of Repub- 
licans Against Thirteen Hour Daily 
Sessions in Upper House. 


Washington, D.C., Dec. 2—Without formal 
action, the Democrats of the senate today 
put into operation the drastic program they 
have adopted for the consideration of the 
administration currency bill. The Repub- 
licans, after two hours of debate, prevented 
a vote on a motion calling at once for con- 
tinuous sessions of the senate daily from 
10 o’clock in the morning until 11 o’clock at 
night, with a two hour dinner recess, but the 
majority pressed the bill forward -at every 
Opportunity and kept the senate in session 
tonight. 

When Senator Kern presented a resolu- 
tion which wou.i have bound the senate to 
the proposition to sit thirteen hours a day 
the Republicans made. a vigorous protest, 
declaring that such action was unnecessary 


‘and would prevent intelligent discussion of 


the bill. 

Senator Norris tried to secure an agree- 
ment for shorter daily sessions, with an 
agreement to vote on the bill by Dec. 26, 
but this was defeated. The Kern resolution 
went over until tomorrow. 

The action of the Republicans followed 
a minority conference, which-decided to offer 
formal protest against the Democratic 
program, but agreed to make no concerted 
éffort to prevent speedy consideration of the 
currency bill.

Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
meeting that President Wilson failed to 
rise to the sublimest height of democracy 
when he failed in his message to congress 
today to recommend the freedom of half 
the citizens of the Unifed States and 
probably half the citizens of the civi- 
lized world. 


Resolution Adopted Unanimously. 

The resolution was Adopted unanimously 
following a speech delivered in its suppért 
by Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, president of the 
association. Dr. Shaw .thrilled the conven- 
tion by saying that ‘‘ While President Lincoln © 
had the opportunity of freeing a race Presi- 
dent Wilson had the opportunity which might 
ultimatély have meant the enfranchisement 
of one-half of the human family.’” She adde@ 
that “this would have made it absolutely 
impossible for him ever to have been for- 
gotten.” :

No Case Found in Charges That 
Son Took Woman Across 
the Lake.

William T. Buckley of 4509 Magnolia ave- 
nue went before the federal grand jury, 
yesterday, and testified that Attorney 
George L. Schein, whose olfice is in the 
Westminster building, had demanded that 
he “come across " to prevent a prosecution 
of his son under the Mann act. 

Buckley’s son is Norman Buckley, 23 
years old. Schein, it was said, told the young 
man’s father that Norman was subject to 
federal prosecution under the Mann act for 
an alleged “tranhsportatidn of Mrs. Grace 
Nutson from Chicago to South Haven ona 
lake excursion boat last August, The gov- 
ernmegt investigated the charges and found 
there was no case against the young, man. 


Asked to “Settle.” 

While the government's investigation was 
under way the elder Buckley says he was 
called to the office of thé lawyer and warned 
that unless the family wished a scandal the 
father would better ‘settle’ with the 
woman. 

Mr. Buckley told the jury, it was said\ that 
he refused to be ‘“‘ blackmailed.” He con- 
Sulted Attorney:John C. Willlams, who ad- 
vised him to report the matter to District 
Attorney Wilkerson. — 

Mr, Buckley is head.of Buckley & McRea, 
printers, 542 South Dearborn street. He wag. 
ordered before the grand jury On a subpeena, 
In deliberating on the testimeny of Mr. Buck- 
ley the grand jury, it was said, ¢eonsulted sec- 
tion 145 of the federal criminal code, whieh 
reads: 

** Whoever shall under a threat of inform- 
ing or as a consideration for not informing 
against any violation of any laws of the 
United States demand or receive any money 
or other valuable thing, shall be fined not 
more than.$2,000 or be imprigoned not more 


than one year, ar both.” , . e |) 


Inguiry First-of Its Kind. 

The investigation was said to be the first of 
its kind in connection with the Mann act, 
and it is understood the government is giv- 
ing serious consideration to this phase of 
the matter. When asked about the at- 
tempted extortion Mr. Wilkerson said: 

“It is true the government is considering 
this matter carefully; Bvery clear violation 
of the white slave traffic act will be prose- 
cuted, but if attempts are made to use the, 
law for blackmailing purposes ‘vigorous 
measures will be taken, not. only to prose- 
cute the violator of the Mann act, but also 
those who attempt to use the law for pur- 
poses of éxtortion’ This includes lawyers 
who lend themselves to practices of this kind. 
If the lawyers can’t be reached by criminal 
proceedings the attention of the judges will 
be called to the matter with a view to dis- 
barment.”’

Considerable information was collected 
yesterday regarding the cause of Gov. 
Dunne's tax rate of 70 cents, 
highest since Illinois was admitted to the 


union ninety-five years ago today. The gist’ 


of the matter is that the state administration 
is spending enormous sums of money. 

The last legislature: appropriated about 
$87,000,000 for the biennial period. The largest 
previous amount was approximately $29,000,- 
000 for two years under Gov. Deneen.¢ To 
meet the difference there must be an in- 
crease in taxes. | 


Disbursements of Three Months. 

The disburséments for the last three 
months, as given out yesterday by Assistant 
State Treasurer Cass Clifford in Springfield, 
indicate that the administration is starting

out to spend all the money appropriated. In. 


September the payments by the state treas- 
urer totaled $2,688,000, in October, $1,745,000, 
and in November $1,188,000. If the September 
rate of disbursements were continued it 
would mean $82,256,000 a year, or at the rate 
of $64,512,000 for the biennial period. The 
‘actual disbursements for the three months 


‘ total $5,621,000. That is at the rate of $22,- 


484,000 per year. 

Frequent dispatches from the state capi- 
teal have asserted that the “ state is nearly 
broke.” . Perhaps it will be at the end of the 
year, but on Nov. 30 there was $1,549,372.33 
in the treasury which could be used for gen- 
eral purposes. In addition there was about 
$3,500,000 in the educational fund. 


O’Connell Turns Over $500,000. 
. The records show that County Treasurer 
O'Connell of Cook turned over $500,000 to the 
state the day before the above balance was 
obtained.” The state treasurer's office is of 
the opinion that it still has about $400,000 due 
from Mr. O'Connell, so there is about $1,946,- 
000 to operate the state for this month, out- 

side of the schools and the state university. 
Taking the assessed valuation of all prop- 
erty in Illinois for 1912 (the figure for 19138 
not having been announced), Gov. Dunne’s 
70 cent tax rate will spread $16,407,157 in 
taxes. At a rate of 85 cents, the highest 
tinder the Deneen administration, there 
would result only half that amount, or $8,203,- 
578. That indicates the enormous size of the 


Present rate. 


Deneen Issues Statement. 
| Gov. Dunne issued a statement Monday 
saying that the responsibility for the tax 
increase rests upon former Gov. Deneen. 
The governor set up a claim that there was 
@ deficit in 1911 and in 1912. In reply Mr. 


 Deneen said yesterday: 


-“ Gov. Dunne’s statement cannot help but 
remind one of his campaign speeches, it 
sounds so different. Then he charged the 
Republican administration with all sorts 
of extravagance and other high crimes and 
misdemeanors because the appropriations 
for two years made-by the general assembly 
‘were nearly $29,000,000. Now he praises his 
own administration for economy because it 
has appropriated $37,000,000 for the expenses 
of the state. Then he said the tax rate for 
1911 of 36 cents was high taxation and virtual 
confiscation of the ‘citizen's property. Now 


he says that a tax rate of 70 cents is economy ' 


and investment. 


He Gives “a Few Facts.”’ 
“‘A few facts will answer and refute the 
present statement.

“It will be noticed, therefore, that not- 
Withstanding the 85 cent tax rate for 1911 
had raised the hirgest balance ever in the 
stafe treasury at the end of an outgoing ad- 
ministration, the Republican tax commission 
added 3 cents to this tax rate to supply funds 
for the present Democratic administration, 
This was 3 cents more than had ever been 
fixed for state expenses during my own ad- 
ministration; and this increase of rate was 
made notwithstanding the fact that!

“ ‘The governor's statement seeks to prove 
by calculation that there was a deficiency 
in 1911 and 1912. It is enough to say that 
there was no deficiency during my adminis- 
tration. 


“The statement also seeks to create the | 


impression that the tax rate of 38 cents fixed 
by the Republican commission in 1912 should .- 
have met the appropriations of the general 


‘assembly that convened in 1913. This tax 


rate was fixed for the appropriations that 
had been made by the preceding general 
assembly. 


Dunne Tax Rate Attacked. 

“ The 70 cent tax rate fixed by Gov. Dunne 
yesterday under the law was made to meet 
the appropriations already made by the gen- 
eral assembly that convened with his ad- 
ministration. The necessity for this ingrease 


‘in the rate is manifest on his own statement 


to the effect that the tax rate was fixed to 
raise $23,589,576.42 for the current year. 
“The tax rate under my administration 
was fixed to raise approximately $14,500,000, 
a difference of approximately $9,000,000.° In 
view of the fact that during the last two 
years of my administration the income of 
the state from taxation was about $6,500,000 
per year‘and that the other $8,000,000 was 
raised from ‘sources other than taxation, it 
is as plain as a pikestaff why such a large 
increase in the tax rate has to be made. 


Says Public Is Surprised. 

“ Neither the public during the campaign 
nor the state tax commission afterwards was 
given the slightest intimation of such an 
unusual increase of the burdens of taxation 
in this state. 

** Reduced to its-iast analysis, the com- 
plaint of Gov.

Testimony by Read. 

Read went before the grand jury and testi- 
fied, it was said, that the Turnock company 
experienced a “‘change of policy’ at the 
time he became president in May. He said 
he issued a circular to all employés pro- 
hibiting them from taking cases involving 
difficult or incurable diseases. 

The system used, he said, was to assign 
cases as they were received to the different 
employés to handle. All cases whith the 
firm refused to handle under Read's orders 
were answered by form letters. 

The Turnock company is a $5,000 Illinois 
corporation. It formerly was located at 318 
West Washington street. After the postal 
authorities started investigating the oper- 
ations of the firm, Dr. Lynott and Eugene 
Katz, former president, treasurer, and gen- 
eral manager, resigned as active officia®, 
of the company. It is believed, however, 
they are still the real heads. William-H. 
Larkie succeeded Katz as secretary and 
Both Larkie and Read, according 
to the government, are mere employés.

FIRST FATALITY OCCURS. 


Negro Killed by Deputized 
’ Wagon Drivers Attacked by 
Angry Mob. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec; 2.—An effort’to call 
a general strike in sympathy with the team- 
sters and chauffeurs’ strike was started at 
a meeting of the teamésters’ union late today. 
No definite action was taken, it being de- 
cided to wait until the union officers had con- 
ferred with the leaders of the Central Labor 
union. The question will come up again at 
tomorrow's meeting. 

The first fatality of the strike, which was 
started Sunday midnight, occurred today, 
when a crowd interfered with an ice wagon 
in charge of six men on whom special police 
powers had been conferred. When the crowd 
began throwing bricks and tried to prevent 
the wagon moving the special officers shot, 
killing Claud Lewis, a negro elevator man, 
and wounding four others, one fatally. 

The special officers were taken to the po- 
lice headquarters, but were released without 
being siated on their own recognizance. 


Another Crowd Fired On. 

Another crowd was fired upon today by 
William Whorton, a negro, when the wagon, 
owned and driven by himself, was attacked. 
Jack Long, a teamster, was wounded in the 
right leg. Whorton was arrested. There 
were several other minor disorders, but no 
one was seriously injured. 

The police continued making numerous ar- 
» rests. Among those taken in custody today 
was Henry Friedman, a prominent labor and 
political leader and wealthy. He was charged 
with interfering with an officer. He was re- 
leased later. 

A proposed parade of strikers did not ma- 
terialize. Mayor Wallace, as soon as he 
heard of the plan, issued a proclamation 
order for the police to stop any attempted 
demonstration.. The police kept the crowd 
constantly on the move and did not give the 
parade a chance to form.

Observed Form of Election. 
Diaz always had the forms of an election 


~ observed. The election officials would be 


in the town plazas or other convenient 
places. All votes for the government can- 
didates would- be counted. The others 
would be ignored. The elections were so 
much of a farce that most people utterly 
ignored them. 

The only people for whom they would be 
serious would -be some one who dared oppose 
Diaz’s wishes. 

The many speehes and elaborate cam- 
paigning of an .American election were 
unknown. Madero’s speech making trip 
through part of Mexico was the nearest ap- 
proach to an American political campaign 
ever seen. This landed him in the peniten- 
tiary at Monterey, from which he was 
transferred to the one at San Luis Potosi. 

It is pretty well understood that Diaz 
would have executed him had it not been 
for the persistency of Mrs. Diaz and the 
apostolic delegate, both of whom begged 
that his life be spared. 


Minister of Gobernacion Dictator. 

The president appoints his cabinet. One 
of these is the minister of gobernacion. He 
has charge of most of the internal affairs of 
Mexico. Diaz and he would carefully de- 
cide who the different governors of the 
states should be. 

Phe men decided on were then quietly 
told how much the governorship was consid- 
ered worth. The money was sent in every 
month and divided among those who had to 
do with his appointment. If the governor 
neglected or refused to do this his services 
would be dispensed with peaceably, if pos- 


_sible, forcibly if necessary. 


These governorships were important. 
Sometimes they would be used to buy off a 
man becoming too powerful. Other times

-Naturally this system provoked the grav- 
est abuses. Where complaints came in, as 
they continually did, Diaz had them care- 
fully filed with enough evidence to convict 
the guilty official. When it was desired fo 
get rid of some individual, word would be 
sent to the governor that this person had 
become a nuisance. The governor would 
notify the proper jefe politico, who would 
have him taken ont and shot by the rurales. 

Of course this implicated everybody from 
governor to captain of rurales inclusive. 
The record of complaints and the partici- 
pation by the officials in these executions 
gave Diaz an excellent club with which to 
keep his oificials in order. 

Order Restored by Diaz. | 

The first twelve years of Diaz's rule were 
taken up establishing this government and 
bringing order to Mexico. Some of it was 
done by force, more by bargaining. Know- 


ing ‘that most of the other leaders could not 


be easily suppressed, he told them that peace 
was the only desirable condition. and then 
gave each a state to govern er put in order. 
In the same way many of the minor lead- 
ers found it more profitable to become jefe 
politicos, with all that that meant, than to 
continue virtually as brigands, not accumi- 
lating as much money and constantly run- 
ning the risk of getting shot. | 
With all its brutalities and dishonesties 
this is the only government which has ever 


p Succeeded in giving Mexico a prolonged pe- 


riod of peace in which to develop or to per- 
mit the development of its resources. 


Madero Lost in Fight. 

Madero tried to better matters. Because 
he did not promptly yield to the passions and 
prejudices of his supporters he lost enough 
and made enough indifferent to enable those 
who had profited by the old régime to over- 
throw him. Even under Madero, it is 
Claimed, and with considerable show of 
reason, that the elections were manipulated 
by Gustavo Madero after the customary 
fashion. 

Huerta’s rule is an attempt to reéstablish 
the.system obtaining under Diaz.  Practi- 
cally every state has a general of the federal 
army as a governor. The congress elected 
under the recent so-called elections has 
been practically named by Huerta. 

The elections were an absolute farce. It 
was claimed in Monterey that they had been 
held there on thé day appointed. There were 
on that day no signs whatsoever of an elec- 
tion or anything pertaining to one. 


Ignorant Peons in Majority. 
The number of people having some con- 
ception of a real democracy and wishing it 
has increased in Mexico. However, this

There are two other grave hindrances to 
the establishment of real self-government 
in Mexico.

OIL MEN BOW TO REBELS. 

Mexico City, Deo 2.—Preferring to incur 
the displeasure of the Huerta government to 
a practical manifestation of the rebeis’ 
wrath, the producing oil companies of the 
republic today can¢elled their contracts for 
supplying the National railways with fuel oil. 

This is regarded az one of the most serious 
blows dealt the ggvernment, because it is 
likely to bring about early suspension of all 
railway traffic, which would interfere greatly 
with military operations and would strike 
vitally at the commerce of the country. Most 
of the oil used by the railways is produced in 
the coast region of Tampico and southward, 
This territory is overrun with rebels, directed 
for the most part by Cadido Agullar. 

In spite of Gen.) Aguilar’s assurances to 
Rear Admiral Fletcher that the oil properties 
would not be molested, representatives of 
the companies have/been given to understand 
that further sale of oil to the government 
railroads would be! regarded as too greata 
manifestation of friendship to the enemy of 
the constitutionalists.

This, he points 
out, might be admitted in certain instances, 
but on the whole the disturbances are in- 
spired by a desire for brigandage, and are 
merely manifestations of an anti-social 
tendency. | 

Barbarous atrocities are being committed, 
he says. There have been mutilations, tor- 
tures, murders, rapine, arson, attacks 
against women and young girls, and whole- 
sale slaying of children. The wanton de- 
struction of railway, mining, and other prop- 
erties is a daily joccurrence in all the dis- 
turbed districts, and !s increasing in alarm- 
ing proportions. The policy of the United 
States, he adds, |assists the bandits and 
hampers the constituted government. 


Sees Chaos| if Huerta Falls. 

The correspondent adds that if Gen.

ELIOT SEES DEGENERATE RAGE 


Factory System Blamed by sao 
mer Harvard President. 


POINTS TO RACE SUICIDE. 


Predicts the Native American Will Be 
Outnumbered Soon. 


Cambridge, Maags.,. Dec. 2.—[Special.J— 
Charles W. Eliot, president emeritus of Har- 
vard, talked today’ on the transformation 
of the United States, as he has seen it dur- 
ing the last seventy years, with particular 
reference to New England. 

“We have come through the period of im- 
migration pretty safely,” the doctor said. 
** There has been no destruction of our ideals 
by the immigrants. They have lived up 
to and cherished them, demonstrating that 
in the United States alone the improvement 
of the immigrant races has chiefly and best 
taken place. 

‘None of the industries are here today 
that were sixty years ago. Trades are dif- 
ferent and the factory system has been es- 
tablished. This system is destructive to the 
worker, and it will never be possible to make 
it safe. It has brought about an extraordi- 
nary development of our industries and man- 
ufactures, but at the expense of grave re- 
sults to the physical well being of the fac- 
tory and mill workers, who’ are the immi- 
grants, and their children. 

“If men of public spirit, of foresight, and 
intelligence, do not find the remedy, I fore- 
see a terrible physical and moral degener- 
acy, already visible, within the next 100 
years, similar to that existing in the English 
factory cities today. We must struggle 
against it. 

“ The family life and family discipline has 


greatly changed. Today the children of the 


rich do not attend the public schools. They 
are educated in boarding and private schools. 
The early families were large, numbering 
from ten to twelve children. It is said that 
1 000 Harvard graduates and their wives will 
not reproduce themselves in the next fifty 
years.”’

The effect of this extreme guardedness, 
we trust, will not be to qneourgge the be- 
lief already generally fostered in Mexico 
that the United States will not act if néc- 
essary. A statement to the effect that 
conditions deplorable now if continued 
long will be intolerable in the conscience 
of civilization might have diminished this 
danger without being construable as a 
threat. | 

The recommendations on trust probletis 
will give less comfort to the, directors of 
corporate activities who have been seek- 
ing absolute certainty in trust laws, but. 
fre to be amplified later in @ special mes- 
sa ge. : 

“The novelty of this message is the re« 
ommendation’ not only of direct nomina- 
tlons for thé presidency but a drastic 
change in the composition of party con- 
ventions.

As to the president's 
plan for conventions, it is too important 
to accept without a eareful canvass of 
the changes {it will involve and the novel 
conditions it Will eréate. It is unques- 
tionably an important contribution to our 
political éxpérimient. 

With the général principle which seems 
to underly the plan, Tum Trisune is in 
hearty accord, that is: That the respon- 
sibflity of the members of the party in 
congress for the fulfillment of party 
pledges is ae real and direct as that of 
the président. To make this tie direct 
and visiblé the pfesence of congressional 
fominéés in the patty convention would 
géem to be not undesirable. 

But how this relation will react upon 
the power 6f the speaker and ruling com- 
thittees of the house is an important sub- 
feet for cavitious consideration. And ‘it 
also is to be expected that not altogether 
good results will arise from the fact that 
the party bosses will no longer appear in 
propria persona in the convention but will 
be compelled to work behind the écenes. 

Advantages and disadvantages must be 
expécted fh any plan for feforth, however, 
and thé president’s suggestive proposal 
ahduld be given the fairest and fullest 
atidy and discussion. 


THE JOBLESS GIRL. 

Within thé next few days 50,000 women 
will be added by the department stores of 
New York to their sales forces to take care 
of the holiday trade. On Christmas eve 
each oné of these extra salesladies will find 
in hér pay efivélope a printed slip stating 
that her services will not be wanted after 
the holidays and that, should there arise a 
vacancy in thestore, she would be fotified. 

Some of these 50,000 women undoubtedly 
are married and sought department store 
work merely to make pin money. Others of 
this army afe girls employed in industries 
that are just now entering their slack season. 
After Christmas, or at most after the New 
Year; these girle will return to their re- 
spective trades. 

But there is a large, a very large, number 
of gifls among the 50,000 who went to work 
in the department stores because they 
needed jobs, and needed them bad. Other- 
wise they would not be willing to put up 
with the strenuous requirements of the 
work at this geason. What will these girls 
do the Monday after Christmas? Unem- 
ployment among men is bad efiough. To 
girls it is ruin. Those interested in the 
Welfare of the working girl might well make 
the plight of these jobless women their 
ca use.

In. more recent times, .governments 
sending soldiers from cold céuntriés into 
the tropics have sométimes insisted that 
they wéar orange tndérwear. The advo- 
cates of ted flannel underwear claim that 
this is a confirmation of red  fiannel 
underwear. ene 
It is not. In the first place, the theo- 
retic advantage of. orange underwear be- 
cause it stops certain rays in the light 
wave would not apply to red underwear 
as a means of keeping the body warm. 
In the second place, the advantage of orange 
underwear in the tropical heat is disputed.

Red flannel underwear will not prevent 
rheumatism. Let us consider this much 
settled. Nothing is gained by making 
them red. The Ohio boatd of health 
says they should not be of heavy wool. Its 
argument is as follows: | 

The inside worker spends about four- 
teen waking hours indoors. He is out- 
side two hours a day or less. The indoor 
temperature is always over 70. In the 
old’ days, fifty years ago, life was hard. 
Men were out of doors all day long. The 
houses wére. cold. The stores wete cold. 
It was in that day that the heavy under- 
wear custom was established. Under con- 
ditions of life today heavy underwear 
leads to colds, pneumonia, neuralgia, and 
rheumatism. The skin is|usually overheat- 
ed. That makes for colds and rheuma- 
tism. The man becomes in time a poor heat 
maker. He chills easily; he suffers from 
cold feet and cold legs in spite of his heavy 
underwear, If he goes out into the cold he 
shivers; gets goose flesh and shows himself 
a- ‘softie’’ generally. This leads to colds 
and rheumatism. | 


The Ohio board aye that winter time is 
summer time for the indoor worker, ex- 
cept for about two hours a day. Its 
advice is to care for the conditions in 
this two hours by heavy overcoats and 
wraps, rather than by heavy underwear. 

Its advice is good so far as it concerns 
young and middle aged people. Old peo- 
ple will need woolen underwear, or at 
least heavy woolen stockings.

Englend’s courts of divorcé heve declined 
to interfere_in the domestic relations of the 
Duke and Duchess of Gandolfi-Hornyold on 
the ground that the duke is not a British 
subject, that his marriage was contracted 
abroad, and that the legal domiciles of him- 
self and of the duchess are in Italy and Swit- 
gerland respectively instead of in the United 
Kingdom. 

True, thé duke was born an Englieh citizen 
and owns extensive property in the United 
Kingdom, espécially in Worcestershire, 
Where he has the Blackmore park estaté, 
Which camé to him thfough hie gréat-grand- 
mother, last of the old county family of 
Hornyold, which had been in uninterrupted 
possegsion of Blackmore park since the 
twelfth century. 

The present duke, however, preferred Ital- 
ian to English citizenship. He did not like 


life in England and accordingly secured 


letters of naturalization jin Italy.

It was as &f Italian and not as 4h Prieglish- 
man that he married at Turin four years 
ago Dona Francesca Po di Nerviano. But 
the union was not a happy one, and dince 
the Italian céde does not réecoghize divorce 
he proceeded to again changé his nationality 
and obtained let of naturalization in 
Switzerland.- 

As soon as these were granted last spring 
he instituted proceedings in the canton of 
Fribourg for a decreé of nullity, and, failing 
that, of divorce. 

The duchesa, realising| that the bulk of her 
husband's property was in England, that he 
owned practically nothing in Switzerland and 
had no source of income there save his sal- 
ary as professor of zo6logy and of hatural 
sciences at the University of Geneva, which 
eould be attached, tnatgurated proceedings 
n the English courts of divorce in the hope 
of being thereby able to assure her financial 
future.

untitled John Vincent Gandolfi and of Ther- 
esa Hornyold, secured the permission of the 
English crown to assume the name of Horn- 
yold instead of Gandolfi, and the armorial 
bearings of his mother’s family, wher he suc- 
cseded to the Hornyold estates on her death. 
He married a granddaughter of Lord Stour- 
ton and was perfectly cotitent with his fine 
old English name of Hornyold.

His son, father of the present dtuke, enter- 
tained different views about the matter and 
on marrying the daughter of the Spanish 
Carlist general, Cabrera, Count de Morélia, 
famous for his cruelty in the Carlist wars, 
became imibyed with a desire for a title of 
his own. : 

He attempted to revive the title of marquis 
and count borné by the Gandolfis of Genoa in 
the middle ages and as & preliminary thereto 
secured from the English crown a license to 
add the name of Gandolfi, without any title, 
to that of Hornyold. 

Then, finding that there were many people 
in England and abroad who were disposed to 
question the authenticity of his pretensions

The late duké spent all the latter portion 
of his life abroad, finding existence in Eng- 
land uncongenial, and his son, the preserit

mention that a Sir John Hornyold was goy- 
ernor of Calais undér Queéh Mary and that

Bingham, Utah, Dec. 2.—Not a sound since 
last night has come from the Utah-Apex 
mine, in which Ralph Lopez, desperado, is 
confined. Today all the exits except that in 
the lowest level were sealed with double 
bulkheads, and tonight it was believed that 
the gas filled mine had become the fugitive’s 
tomb. 

The tense watchfulness of seven sheriffs 
and over 200 deputies for a break for liberty 
was relaxed, although the number of guards 
was not lessened. It was considered impos- 
sible for him to approach any of the exits 
without being overcome. 

That the Mexican gunman who killed a 
fellow countryman and five peace officers be- 
cause a woman favored another may be still 
alive remains a’ bare’ possibility.

No Worthy Rival Found 
to Replace the Blouse. 


ARIS.—[Special Correspondence.]—In spite 
of Paris—in spite of her mandates, her 
criticisms, her scorn—the blouse remains 
in favor.

The dress with the odd coat has not established 
itself in public favor. Unaided the blouse has 
remained ‘safely: ensconced on its pinnacle of 
popularity and with all its unpretentiousness, in 
some cases exaggeratedly simple, it is one of 
this season’s most important features. 

Its extreme plainness comes as a welcome 
relief to the overelaborate skirt. The most 
bepuffed,. circleted skirt, with drapings behind 
and deep gauges in front, is being 
with an unagsunting fichu blouse.

The vogue of these fichu blouses is an estab- 
lished fact. The deep V, allowing the reck- 
less exposure of the throat and permitting a 
riot of ruffles and lace as framing for the face, 
has been their sesame into public favor, though 
the late models are showing a variation in an 
increasingly lower dip of the blouse at the back 
of the neck...

HERE are almost as many quarts of beans 

Spoiled in the cooking as there are 

pounds of meat spoiled in the same way, 

There are cooks who do their work for 

a lifetime and never learn anything of 
the chemical changes that take place when food 
is eooked. They never! find out that many 
things cooked hard could) and should be codked 
soft and with a great economy of fuel. 

It has been a great advantage to at least 
two countries in the world that in them fuel is 
scarce and hard to get! at any price. They 
learn to make the best use of what they have 
and do as much often with a tenth or twelfth, 
and produce far more digestible and delicious 
résults than others do with the larger amount. 

The first cooking problem is ‘the fire prob- 
lem, and it is astonishing how few who prepare 
foods have mastered it.. Take beans, for in- 
stance. They may be cooked gently-and be al- 
most as appetite-exciting as almost any food 
knoWn. But how often are they se cecked?

In cold, eritical retrospect Randall Par- 
rish’s new story, “ THE “MAID OF THB 
FOREST" (McClurg), may seem.slightly im- 
probable, but no suspicion of improbability 
disturbs him who is following the course of 
events with almost breathless interest. The 
story has its genesis in the fact that although 
Britain was compelled to acknowledge the 
independence of the thirteen American colo- 
nies at the close of the revolution, she did not 
withdraw her army, but employed it to excite

The story is concerned with the experiences

HERE is a wealth of information in 
Prof. Werner Sombart’s book, “ THE 
JEWS AND MODERN CAPITAL- 
ISM,” (Dutton). Much, however, is 
detracted from the scientific value of 

the work by the exaggerated conclusions 
which the author draws from the data he 
cites, 

What Werner Sombart has set out to dis- 
cover, as he tells in his introduction, is “‘ the 
share of the Jews In the work of building up 
our modern capitalistic system.” Before 
we get half way down the book, however, we 
find that the writer has broken away from 
his original intention of showing that Jewish 
influence forms but one chapter in the his- 
tory of modern capitaiism, and has, uncon- 
sciously, perhaps, made it appear that the 
Jews, and Jews alone, are the progenitors 
of the various commercial, banking, credit, 
and other institutions which, combined, 
make up what is termed modern capitalism. 

The rise of modern capitalism began during 
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the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries. It be- 


gan in the countries of northern Purope. 
Modern commerce had Its cradle in Holland, 
in England, and in some towns of northern 
Germany. Now it is a matter of history that 
during the same period there were migra- 
tions of Jews from the Spanish countries to 
the countries of northern Europe. The in- 
quisition has driven the Jews out of Spain. . 

These two facts are linked together by 
Prof. Sombart. The Jews, he says in effect, 
brought the commercial spirit with them to 
the northern countries. He is all the more 
convinced that it was the expulsion of the 
Jews from Spain and their taking up their 
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talism there, since as soon as the Jews left 
the Spanish countries they ceased to be the 
centers of commerce which they had been 
hitherto, 

The author quotes interesting historical 
documents which bring out the commercial 
abilities of the Jews and show how the spirit 
of commerce of the Jewish immigrants in 
each of the northern countries was indeed 
fostered by the governments of these coun- 
tries. The Jews were given privileges by the 
rulers in many of the northern European 
states despite the fact that they were stran- 
gers within the gate, because of their service 
to the country as purveyors of commerce. 
On more than one occasion it was Jewish 
finances that pulled many a precarious state 


through a crisis. 
The case for the Jews as founders and 


‘fosterers of modern capitalism is further ar- 


gued by Sombart when he shows that they 
played an important part in the develop- 
ment of colonial trade. 

The Jews, Sombart shows, were found 
among the early settlers both in North and 
South America. They were among the pio- 
neers in various South African colonies. | 

.All.of which is interesting and goes to prove 
that the Jews have played an important role 
in the commercial life of the modern world. 
But it does not goto prove, as Prof. Som- 
bart frequently suggests, that modern cap- 
italism is almost entirely a Jewish institu- 
tion. 

When a host of facts dealing with one na- 
tionality are massed together they make out 
a formidable case for that nationality. They 
will prove ‘the thesis which it is desired that 
they a ier But when these facts are viewed 
in their relation to the whole the aspect is 
quite different. A study of all the social 
forces which resulted in the development of 
capitalism would probably place Jewish in- 
fluence on modern capitalism in a more near- 
ly correct perspective than a study limited to 
the commercial activities of the Jews alone.

The ministry headed by J. Louis Barthou, 
after a long and vigorous defense, fell before 
the combined attacks of the recently reor- 
ganized Radical party under Ex-Premier 
Caillaux and the Socialists led by M. Jaures. 
. The debate today was on the question of 
extending to the new loan the same immunity 
from taxation as enjoyed by the old rentes, 
and the government again made it a ques- 
: tion of a vote of confidence. The opposition 
urged that to exempt the new rentes would 
-enable those investing exclusively in these 
to evade unfairly the projected income tax. 

Premier Barthou and M. Dumont, the min- 
ister of finance, made eloquent appeals to 
the chamber to respect the traditional im- 
munity of the rentes. To tax rentes, they 
declared, would deal a deadly biow to the 
financial prestige of France. But their ap- 
peal fell on deaf ears. | 

The sitting grew more uproarious and fre- 
quently the president rang his bell in a vain 
attempt to obtain order.

ZABERN, Dec. 2.—The anger of the rési- 
dents of this town against the army, started 
recently by scornful references to the towns- 
people by Lieut. Baron von Forstner, was 
roused to fever heat today when the same 
officer cut down a lame shoemaker who hoot- 
ed when he passed through the town with 
his command. 

Baron von Forstner started the trouble by 
telling his soldiers that he hoped they would 
use their swords on “‘any Alsatian who in- 
sulted them.’’ The remarks stirred the en- 
mity of all the people, who are strongly 
Francophile. 

When the lieutenant was leading his com- 
pany of the Ninety-nintn infantry through 
the streets today several persons recognized 
him and hooted. Baron.von Forstner or- 
dered his men to charge the crowd. They 
succeeded in catching the shoemaker, who 
resisted arrest. The titled officer deliberately 
slashed him on the head with the edge of 
his saber. 

It is recalled that the kaiser made a speech 
to the troops at Domaueschingen Sunday 
telling them it was important to cultivate 
good relations with the people of the place. 
It is believed that the monarch was hinting 
to Lieut. Baron von Forstner that his be- 
havior did not meet the approval of the 
kaiser. .

Dr. Price has perfected an appliance that 
he says will automatically record respira- 
tion, heart beats, and temperaturé on a re- 
cording sheet at a distance of a half mile, if 
necessary.

HELP CITY WOMEN 
SMASH E66 ‘TRUST 
committee Will Meet Boycot- 


ters and Adopt Plan for

GBROGERS SELL AT 31 GENTS 


Large Jewish Organizations Join 
Fight on Chicago Cold Stor- 
age Speculation. 


RURAL MERCHANT DEFENDS PRICE 


A few more weeks of boycotting and the 
women of Chicago will be able to secure 
fresh eggs direct from the farm for 30 cent» 
a dozen. 3 

This was the promise held out to the boy- 
cotters yesterday ,by Mrs. John C. Bley, 
president of the Clean Food club, and super- 
visor of the egg boycott. Mrs. Bley’s promise 
came after a consultation with the members 
of the lllinois Farmers’ institute in conven- 
tion at the Hotel Sherman. The farmers 
promised to codperate with the women and 
to assist in eradicating the middlemen. 

More egg and grocery firms came down in 
price and eggs at 31 cents @ dozen were 
offered in some parts of Chicago. More gro- 
ceries are expected to be able to sell for the 
lower price today. The quotations of the 
Chicago butter and egg board remained un- 
changed, however. 


Women to Meet Farmers. 

Although numerous letters were sent to 
Tue TRIBUNE and to Mrs. Bley taking vari- 
ous sides of the question, the women took the 
greatest encouragement from the attitude 
of the farmers who came to the institute 
meeting. The institute formed a committee 
consisting of H. E. Young, J. B. Burrows, 
and Ralph Allen, to work with the committee 
of the Clean Food club for the purpose of 


evolving a scheme whereby Chicago women 


can buy eggs direct from the farmers. 

Through the suggestion of Clifford V. 
Gregory, editor of the Prairie Farmer, it is 
expected the codperative creameries hand- 
ling the dairy products of the farmers will 
add eggs and poultry to their list and will 
join the general movement for bringing the 
city woman and the farmer together. 


Farmers Eye Weather Aid. 

‘‘ The farmers assured us,” said Mrs. Bley, 
‘“‘that if normal weather conditions prevail 
from now on they will have plenty of fresh 
eggs by Christmas, which they will sell to 
us for 30 cents a dozen. They said on ac- 
count of the warm weather the moulting of 
the hens had been later than usual. 

‘* Another plan was suggested by Mr. Greg- 
ory, who thought the codperative creameries 
would be glad to assist in selling eggs and 
poultry, according to the same system as 
they now sell milk and cream. The farmers 
can take their eggs to the creameries with 
the milk, which will mean no extra expense 
in handling them. 

‘‘I have received any number of leiters 
from speculators and con thission firms, who 


have been holding. The women are not go- 
ing to assist in taking them off their hands. 
The middlemen appear to realize all along 
the line they are doomed. We may have to 
have one middleman; we shall not consent 
to more.” 


Jewish Women in Fight. 

Two Jewish women’s organizations joined 
the boycott. They were the B'nai Sholom 
Temple Israel, a club of about 400 women, 
which met at the Hyde Park Masonic temple, 
and the Chicago Woman's Aid, the largest 
active Jewish women's organization in Chi- 
cago. 

Mrs. Ignace Reis made the motion for the 
adoption of the egg boycott resolution at the 
B'nai Sholom. Mrs. Reis is president of the 
Chicago Council of Jewish Women, an or- 
ganization comprising forty-eight clubs of 
Jewish women. She is taking the boycott 
proposition to all the clubs in the council. 

‘We agreed not to do any fancy baking 
in which eggs were needed,” said Mrs. Moses 
Purvin, president of the Woman's Aid, “ and 
to buy no more eggs than the health of the 
family actually required until the price 
comes down to a reasonable figure.” 

The Rogers Park Woman's club, at its 
meeting in the Rogers Park Masonic temple, 
passed the boycott resolution. It has about 
200 members. 


Wyanet Grocer Criticises Women. 

R. C. Montgomery, a grocer of Wyanet, 
Ill., writes to THE TRIBUNE he cannot gee 
where the women have a right to object to 
egg prices. 

“There is a scarcity of eggs and prices 
are much higher than vsual,”’ he writes. " We 
are paying the farmers 82 cents for eggs, 
and, while we do not believe it is # aa 
thing for a merchant to take too long a 
profit, we feel that 40 to 46 cents a dozen 
for eggs is not much out of the way.” 

Several other letters from country points 
told of the scarcity of eggs. Mrs. Bley 
pointed out Chicago women complain of the 
high price of cold storage eggs, of which, : he 
maintains, there is not a scarcity. She ad- 
mite the present scarcity of fresh eggs.

Circuit Court Judge Calls 
| Action by Former Jurist 
Absolutely Unjusti- 
fiable. 


WRITER MAKES REPLY. 


Explains Before Bar Why He 
Wrote Private Note Con- 
cerning Contest Over W. 

T. Baker Estate. 


Former United States Judge Peter 8. 


, Grosscup this week wrote a letter that 


caused a big commotion in Judge Petit’s 
court yesterday. In the afternoon Mr. 
Grosscup appeared in court to explain his 
conduct and tell why he thought best to 
write a private letter concerning a case on 
trial before Judge Petit. 

** Your honor entertains no suspicion? ” he 


Hiasarded. 


“No,” said Judge Petit. ‘‘ My feelings 
have undergoné- no change at all." 

The letter concerned the contest over the 
$2,000,000 estate of W. T. Baker, late presi- 
dent of the Chicago board of trade. The at- 
torneys in the case were startled when Judge 
Petit stopped argument, opened a letter, and 
apparently more indignant as he proceeded, 
read it, signature and all. 


Doesn’t Try Suits That Way. 

** No letter ever written, no word ever said 
outside the courtroom has had the slightest 
effect on me as judge,’ he said. ‘‘I don’t 
try law suits that way. That much for the 
letter. Now there isn't any use in trying to 
justify Judge Grosscup in writing a letter

absolutely unjustifiable. ’’ 

Attorney E. N. Zoline sought to explain.

Mr. Johnson further stated that a New 
York syndicate had petitioned the national 
commission to allow it to use McGraw’s 
‘name signed to articles “concerning the 
world’s tour, but that he was absolutely op- 
posed to this deception of the public. 


Will Brand Articles Fakes. 
“If the practice continues,” said the Amer- 


. fean league executive, ‘‘ we shall officially 


brand these articles as fakes. Then if the 
newspapers continue publishing them, the 
public need @ot be deceived. 

“At the last world’s series McGraw ap- 
peared before the commission and stated 
he was opposed to the practice of using play- 
ers’ names connected with articles purport- 
ing to have been written by them and that he 
would discontinue the use of his own n 
inthatform In observance of a verbal prom- 
ise he permitted the use of his name during 
the trip across the continent of the world’s 
tourists, But that arrangement terminated 
at Vancouver, and McGraw wired the com- 
mission before sailing that he was through 
asa‘ writer’ and that any further use of his 
name would be unauthorized.
